ALEMANNIA. 


The gigantic flowering Canna. This kind produces 
the largest flowers which have been ‘obtained as yet in 
the way of Cannas. Numerous musa-like glaucous 
leaves. Above the perfect foliage, which alone would 
be sufficient to render the plant beautiful, emerge 
numerous elegant, gigantic and wonderful spikes of 
flowers. The latter are enormous and surpass in size 
even those of the Canna “ Jialia.”’ The outer petals are 
scarlet with a very broad gold-yellow border. The inside 
of the blooms is scarlet and dark red. Exceedingly 
beautiful. 


BAVARIA. 


Leaves large, green, with a bluish hue. Very large 
spikes, and flowers of a brilliant golden yellow, covered 
all over with scarlet spots. Quite unique, and extremely 
handsome. 


BORUSSIA. 


Broad, bright green leayes. Enormous spikes, very 
large flowers; not so large, however, as those of the 
“ Ttalia;”” of a shining canary yellow, with a golden 
yellow hue, and small fiery red spots. Extremely 
handsome. 


BURGUNDIA. 


Large glaucous leaves; very large spikes; enormous 
flowers, resembling an expanded Cattleya, of a brilliant 
golden yellow, with rich scarlet spots, golden yellow in 
the center, and fiery red flamed. A marvel of beauty. 


H. SEIDL. 


Green, musa-like leaves, with a light glaucous hue. 
Very large panicles. Very large and numerous flowers 
of a vivid fiery red, with a yellow border spotted with 
purple. A great beauty. 


IBERIA. 


Glaucous leaves, very large panicles. The large flowers 
are like a Cattleya. Outer petals, golden yellow, with a 
red border; inner petals, crimson.

KRONOS. 


Broad sea-green leaves, slender stalks, very large pani- | 
cles. Very large flowers, of a rich sulphur yellow, all | 


spotted in red. An extremely fine form. 


PANDORA. 


Lanceolate purple leaves, with a metallic hue and dark 
green stripes. Very large spike; enormous flowers, of 
a glowing fiery red, dark red outside. The borders and 
the inside are gold flamed. An extraordinarily beautiful 
variety. 


PERSEUS. 


Broad leaves, glaucous green, numerous stalks. Trusses 
of immense flowers, of a pure canary yellow, with scarlet 
pencilings in the inside. A magnificent variety, very 
rich flowering, and lasting. 


SUEVIA. 


Leaves musa-like, slender stalks. Very large flowers, 
of a pure canary yellow, satiny and bronzed inside. 
Bracteas bronzed. Splendid. 


WILHELM BECK. 


Broad, green leaves; immense trusses of sulphur yel- 
low flowers, with scarlet pencilings. Inner perigon 
scarlet red. A very remarkable variety.
